Another Golf Currency Movement The 
Church Taking a Hand. 


we took occasion te ge 


in what we regarded as well merited strictures 
against the course of certain parties in seek- 
ing to change the currency of this community. 
Our remarke were pointedly aimed at the mer- 
chante of Salt Lake City. who. we learned 
were at the bottom of the movement. But we 
are not certain that it would not become ne to 
modify to rome extent our strictnres, and put 


the cap on other heads where it seems it world. 


fit equally as well. For reasons which ap- 
peated to us cogent. we gladly arrived at the 
conclusion that the church authorities of Utah 
had no lat or parcel in this unpatriotic move- 
ment. but on the contrary. were for once 
using their influence. always great with this 
people. against a sudden and suicidal change 
of our currency. We were aware that the 
chief of the church. whose words by many are 
esteemed oracniar. bad been on a lengthy visit 
to the northern settlements buat no breath had 
reached us that he had advised a repndiation 
of the national curreney, or counseled a 
change to gold. We are credibly informed. 
however, that Elder Taylor, one of the Twelve 
Apostles, in the Tabernacle last Sunday. 
informed the congregation that the farmers 
north had determined to demand for their 
flour the enormous price of twelve dollars in 
gold. and recommended all to follow. suit. 
Wherenpon he put the question to vote. and 
as weual and of course, all voted aye; men, 
women and children; old and young; of 
every age. sex and condition. In order that 
no individual who felt competent to manage 
his own affairs in accordance with the inevita- 
ble laws of snpply and demand. should break 
throngh the traces and sell bis flour at reason- 
able rates for Government currency, it was 
given ont by Mr. Taylor that a convention 
would shortly be held to adopt this new rule. 

Now perhaps all this is none of our busi- 
ness. If the Saints under the dictation. or as 
it ws called, under the “counsel ’’ of their lead- 
ers in church matters. cheore to commit their 
temporal affairs to their spiritual advisers. 
and purene any given course. however detii- 
mental to themselves, probably they think it 
is their own look ont. 

But, as an organ of the people, we believe 
it to be incumbent on us to protest against the 
course likely to be pursued by them in the 
premises, and mildly warn them of the mistake 
they are making. Asa friend and supporter 
of the Government, we regard this whole 
thing of an attempted change of currency, 
unpatriotic. as it is unquestionably impolitic. 
The gold is not in the Territory sufficient to 
suffice a single day's wants. and the only 
possible effect of demanding coin for produce. 
will be to still farther depreciate Treasury 
Notes, and give excuse to sharpers to skin 
their customers and rob the people. More- 
ever, the price agreed upon is simply extor- 
tionate, and withont even plansible excuse 
We have from the firat been the advocates of 
the rights of the farmers, as against those wha 
have so long uppressed and borne them down 
im prices for produce, and have felt and ex- 
pressed our gratification that the altered cir- 
eumstances of the Territory. were giving them 
a fair return for their labor. This year the 
crops. especially of wheat, promise a most 
prolific yield. If the farmers were let alone 
and permitted to regulate their prices by the 
laws of supply and demand, they would re- 
eeive abundant returns. But this effort of 
certain parties to compel extortionate prices 
and overthrow the only eurrency we bave. 
will assuredly react, and redound to the in- 
jury of those whom they profess to serve. It 
is an inatance of one of the glaring evils which 
inevitably result from a union of Church and 
State among any community. Against snch 
union the whole temper and spirit of our 
Republican institutions revolt. 

One of the effects of the novel, and we can- 
not refrain from adding. ontrageous proposi- 
tion manating from the Tabernacle. will be 
to withdraw from the market, the Govern-

The new enrollment for conscription p»ssed 
the House to-diy by 81 to 75. No commuta- 
tion but substifdes allowed. It authorizes 
the President at his ‘discretion at any time. to 
cail for any number of volunteers of one. two 
or three years, Every volunteer or substi. 
tute who may be accepted for one year, shall 
be paid a bounty of $200, for two ve irs $300 
and for three years. $409. This bill is yet to 
pass the Senate and will probably he adopt- 
ed. as the Senate bill is almost precisely of 
the same tenor. 

Caicaao. June 29th. 

The following comes via Gawley. the 26th 
in regard to Hunter’s operations: His army 
reached Lexington. June IItb. finding the 
place occupied by infantry and artillery. 
After fighting a few hours. the rebels left. and 
we burned the Virginia Military Institute 
and Governor Letcher's house. Capt Bleas- 
ser’s scouts captured seven canal boats con 
taining six cannon, 9.000 rounds of ammunition 
and a large amount of ‘commissary stores. 
Gen. Duffie having ent the Chatlottsville and 
Lynchburg railrovd. at Amherst. we mirchea 
hy Buchanan and Liberty to Lynchburg on 
Siturday. After teeling the enemy’s strength 
it was decided that they were too strong for 
ns, and by night we withdrew. having taken 
two cannon and sixty prisoners of the 24 
Virginia cavalry. On Saturday night we cut 
the railroad ten miles from Lynchburg at 
Salem. A party of rebels attacked Carlin“ 
and Stranes’ batteries in a defile. drove off the 
men cut the wheels and took off 120 horses. 
We bronght off five cannon. leaving seven that 
were ruined. together with seven cairgsons anid 
carringes that were burned by the explosion 
of the former; four men were killed and ten 
wounded of the 2d Vu. cavalry. Our whole loss 
is probably 600 killed. wonnded and missing 
We have captured 199 prisoners, seven cannon 
and 600 horses, and have lived almost entirely 
off the country. 

Head-Quarters Army of the Potomac, 
June 27th. 

An attack was made on Burnside at 11 
o'clock. on Saturday nicht. with the intention 
of driving back a working party who were 
engaged in digging intremchments towards the 
enemv’s front. so as to gain a better position

By-Laws of Montana Mining Distris 


At a meeting of the miners of Montana Min: 


Mr. Leander J. Whitaker was called to the: 
Chair, and Heury W. Walker appointed 8% 


retary. 

The Chairman stated that the objects of a 
meeting were to create a new Mining Dis 
within the limits of ldwho Territory. cee 
Recorder and make such By Laws as might 
deemed necessary for the Government of 
District. 

Leander J. Whitaker. Henry W. Walker, 
and Jos. Whitaker. jr., were appointed a Com 
mittee to draft By-Laws. which Committee bays 
ing reported, the following were unanimogaly 
adopted : 

Ist. This district shall inctngy 
that portion of territory lying and bonnded @ 
follows: It shall commence at the 1 
Raft river on Sublett’s road. running the 
north 25 miles, thence enst 40 miles. thente 
sonth 40 miles, thence west 40 miles. thenee 
north to the place of beginning. The same 
to be known as the Montana Mining Diatrict 


Autor 2xp. The extent of a claim 
any mineral vein shall be two hundred (2 
feet along the lode, with a depth of four Lua. 
dred (400) feet on each side the lode. includ. 
‘ing all its dips, angles. spurs. offahoo's. varia- 
tions, etc. The discoverer and tocator shall 
be entitled to one share extra, by virtue of 
discovery. 


ArticLe 3rp. No person shall hold more 
than one claim by location on any one veins 
by parchase any Humber of claims may he held, 


ARTICLE 4TH. Each company shall do one 
faithful day’s work on their claim each month; 
on a failure to do so, such claim or claims 
will be subject to re-location ; provid-d. how- 
ever. that shonid the company be prevented 
from working by local insnrrection or rebel 
lion, their claims shall not be forfeited ; and 
provided further. that no claim belonging to a 
soldier shall be subject to re-location until 
six months shall have elupsed after peace 
shall be declared in relation to the present 
rebellion. 


ActicLe ta Work done. or caused to he 
done by the owners in any tunnel, cut. shaft, 
water-ditch or privilege. in good faith for the 
benefit of anv claim. shall be considered as 
done on the claim owned by said person or 
company. 

Articie All claims must be recorded 
within twenty-five days after tocation shall 
have been posted thereon; but a notice filed 
for record in the Recorder's office. shall be 
considered equivalent to a record. 


ArticLe 7ra#. Whenever three bundred 
(300) dollars shall have been expended upon 
the claims of any company in this District, 
the ground so claimed by said company shall 
be deemed as belonging in fee to the owners 
and their assigns, and the same bal not be 
subject to re-location by other parties ever 
after. except by an acknowledged abandon- 
ment of the ground by the company hich 
shell be so-construed after said ground shall 
have lain idle for one sear, and except io 
cases where claims are in litizatidn, 


Anrict ru. All voters in district 
must be owners of claimsa in the district. 

Anrict ru. There shall be a Recorder 
chosen from among the miners of the District, 
who sball hold his office during a term of one 
year, tinless a successor be duly elected. which 
cin only be done by a majority of the legal 
voters present ata meeting for that purpose. 


ArticLe 107Tn.—Al! meetings for dhe pur- 
pose of election. or chunging these liws. must 
be called by posting written notices in at 
least three public p'aces in the Dis riet or by 
publishing the sume in some newspaper, 
printed in the Territory, said publication to 
be made by the Recorder, in either case, durs 
ing at least twenty (20) days previous to such 
meeting. stating the object thereof. 


AnrticLE lita. The Recorder shall recard 


all claims presented for that purpose. and be 


entitled to one dollar for each share: Pro- 
vided. that it shall not he lawful for him ta 
record any claim in conflict with a prior loca, 
in- Heehall endorse on all natiaca pl 

on file in his office the exact time of presenta. 
tion for record It shall be hie duty (if re- 
quired by the loestor) tu furnixh each sbare 
holler With a ¢ rtificate of his claim, attes 
by the seal of bis office. for each of which he 
shall be entitled to receive the sum of one 
(31) dollar, Before recording any cluim, he 
shall satisfy himself that no rights are in- 
fringed. 


Axrictx 12tx. All examinations of records 
shall be made in the presence of the Rv er 
or his deputy. When relieved, the Reeo 
shall turn over to his sueeessor all books and 
papers pertaining to his office. He shall have 
n seal. an- Hattest all acknowledyments and cer 
tifieates mate by him. Prorided, That he may 
nse his private sen! until the proper seal ¢ 
ottice shall be prooured. 

Articcr 13tn. All reeards and copies there 
of. properly certified. shall be legal evidghiee 
of their contents in all Courts in this Terri
